THE  undersigned  has  the  honour  to  report  that 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Department  of 
Railways,  British  Columbia,  has  recommended  that 
on  all  open-door  bridges  of  railways  constructed 
and  operated  under  “special  Acts”  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  or 
incorporated  under  the  provisions  of  the  “ Railway 
Act,”  there  shall  be  laid  between  the  running  rails 
of  the  track  two  (2)  guard-rails  extending  fifty 
feet  (50')  at  least  beyond  the  ends  of  every  bridge, 
fully  spiked  to  every  tie,  spliced  at  every  joint, 
and  fully  bolted,  and  so  placed  in  reference  to  the 
track-rails  that  a derailed  train  will  strike  the 
guard-rail  without  striking  the  outside  guard- 
timber.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  715. 

A LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
AY  properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  (lie  “British  North  America  Act, 
1-SG7.”  whether  for  ihe  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Rond, 
or  lelegraph  or  'Telephone  Lino;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour.  Canal,  Look.  Dam. 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  Ihe  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  ill  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
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property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar o]nss  of  the  oommuniity,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  n like  nature  to  any  former  Act,— 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying tlie  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and, 
where  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed1  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant ; such 
notice  to  bo  published  ns  follows: — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  dtiring  the  interval 
Session  and  t he  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  filed  amongst  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  tiiis 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  lias  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Rills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented1  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  older  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices 
published.  'Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
davit or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid’  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-hialf  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  76,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 

.extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Rills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed1  from.  Bills  which  are 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon,  the 
clauses. 

S2.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
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good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded1  measuring  10%  inches  by  7 '/2  inches. 
There  shall  be  a marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  i.s  not  to 
run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page 
are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  he  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediate!}'  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  t lie  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall 
he  reprinted  by  tlie  promoters  thereof. 

By  Rule  83,  a model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adopted.  A copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  from 
application  to  the  Clerk. 

All  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  he  drawn  * in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are 
mot  in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets. 

Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  pro- 
posed to  insert,  in  any  such  Rill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  the  same. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule 
72,  fees  calculated1  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned. 

Every  Petition  for  a Bill  to  incorporate  a com- 
pany shall  slate  the  name  of  the  proposed  company. 

Petition  signed  by  agents  or  attorneys  must  be 
accompanied'  by  the  authority  of  such  agent,  etc.

THE  Acting  Minister  of  the  Interior,  under  date 
the  12th  March,  1913,  submits  that  sale  was 
made  by  the  Department  of  the  Interior  to  James 
Gadsden  at  the  rate  of  $1  per  acre,  subject  to 
reclamation  conditions,  of  a tract  of  marsh  land 
in  Township  28,  Range  22,  west  of  the  5th  mer- 
idian, in  the  Railway  Belt  of  British  Columbia, 
and  being  parts  of  Sections  16,  17,  20,  and  21, 
lying  between  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  on 
the  east  and  the  Columbia  River  on  the  west, 
comprising  an  area  of  633.4  acres : 

The  Minister  states  that  in  connection  with  the 
sale  Mr.  Gadsden  paid  into  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  the  sum  of  $672.62: 

That  Mr.  Gadsden  has  done  very  considerable 
work  by  way  of  the  construction  of  ditches, 
channels,  and  flood-gates,  and  inspections  of  the 
same  have  been  made  by  officers  of  the  Department 
of  the  Interior,  and  it  is  reported  that  the  enter- 
prise was  a particularly  difficult  one  owing  prob- 
ably to  the  centre  of  the  marsh  being  below  the 
level  of  the  Columbia  River,  making  the  centre 
portion  of  the  tract  difficult  of  successful  reclama- 
tion, but  that  the  reclamation  has  been  partially 
effective ; that  Mr.  Gadsden  has  been  earnest  and 
bona  fide  in  his  endeavour  to  complete  the  scheme ; 
that  he  has  made  large  expenditures  in  that  con- 
nection, and  that  it  is  inadvisable  to  insist  on  the 
full  completion  of  an  undertaking  which,  from  an 
engineering  standpoint,  might  only  involve  waste 
expenditure.  The  proposition,  therefore,  has  been 
treated  as  a partial  reclamation,  and  title  will  be 
withheld  for  the  portions  classified  by  the  officers 
of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  as  still 
unreclaimed,  amounting  to  240  acres  and  shown 
on  the  schedule  hereunto  annexed,  marked  “ A.” 
The  reclaimed  portions  amounting  to  393.4  acres 
are  shown  on  the  annexed  Schedule  “ B.” 

By  subsection  (6)  of  section  38  of  “ Regula- 
tions for  the  Survey,  Administration,  Disposal, 
and  Management  of  Dominion  Lands  within  the 
Forty-mile  Railway  Belt  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,”  of  the  17th  September,  1889,  power  was 
delegated  to  the  Governor  in  Council,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior, 
“to  encourage  works  undertaken  with  a view  of 
draining  and  reclaiming  swamp  lands  by  granting 
to  the  promoters  of  such  works  remuneration  in 
the  way  of  grants  of  the  lands  so  reclaimed,  or 


of  such  portions  thereof  or  any  other  land,  as  may 
be  deemed  fair  and  reasonable.” 

The  Minister,  therefor,  recommends  flint  title 
issue  to  James  Gadsden  for  the  lauds  described 
in  the  said  Schedule  “ B.”
